Northern Ireland is looking forward to 
a record tourist season this summer. Years 
of steady effort has put Ulster on the map 
as a holidav centre for the huge popula- 
the North of England and 
Scotland. This year at least 
half a million holiday-makers are ex- 
pected, and arrangements are already 
being made for their reception and enter- 
tainment.

Work is being 
pushed on energetically at this site, which, 
when completed, will form one of the 
largest, best equipped and ideally situated 
aerodromes in the United Kingdom, ad- 
joining a and petrol supply 
sources. The Board is constantly keeping 
the equipment of the harbour up-to-date 
lor the benefit of the shipping and ship- 
building industries. 

Recently it suggested in the 
Northern Parliament that the franchise 
for electors to the Harbour Board should 
be reduced. On a former occasion when 
similar proposals were submitted it was 
discovered that there are more clectors 
for the Belfast Harbour Board than for 
any other port authority in the United 
Kingdom. So long as the affairs of the 
harbour are efficiently managed for the 
benefit of the trade of the port and the 
industries of the city, the general body of 
citizens display no anxiet, for a lower 
franchise. The Board does not derive any 
income from demands on the ratepayers, 
but from harbour dues, and, while it may 
be suggested that these are eventually 
paid. by the public, the incidence of the 
taxation is rather remote, and certainly 
does not justify the same demand for 
franchise and representation as applies in 
the case of the Corporation, Water Board, 
Board of Guardians, and other authorities 
which expend the money of the ratepayers.

The announcement that the new defence 
plans for Great Britain would include the 
formation of four new battalions crea 
much interest in Northern Ireland.

There is no territorial unit m 
Northern Ireland, which never came under 
the territorial scheme. It has been sug- 
gested that county territorial battalions 
should be formed; or, as an alternative, 
the old militia units revived. Since the 
war there has been formed two new units — 
the Ulster Bomber Squadron of the Royal 
Air Force, which appeals to a number of 
young mechanics in the shipyards and 
factories, and the Ulster Royal Naval 
Volunteer Reserve, under the command of 
the Karl of Kilmorey. It is not improb- 
able that at least one of the new battalions 
may be assigned to Northern Ireland, and 
it is believed that the Inniskilling 
Fusiliers, from their position in the Army 
List, has the prior claim. 

Recruiting is proceeding steadily in 

Northern Ireland for all branches of the 
Navy, Armw and Air Force, and a special 
recruiting detachment from the Irish 
Guards has secured a large number of 
recruits during the past few weeks. The 
Trish Guards is a popular selection with 
voung men in the North, of the required 
height, who wish to join the Army. 
' Last year Northern Ireland exported 
nearly 12,000 tons of apples, which is a 
new high record. The previous highest 
export was 9,000 tons in 1930. The grading 
of apples, introduced by the Ministry of 
Agriculture, was strenuously opposed by 
certain sections of the apple-growers, who 
pointed out that it would seriously en- 
danger the export trade. Experience, how- 
ever, has shown that the eross-Channel 
buyers and the British housewife have 
become very discerning, and will buy only 
the best. Northern Ireland has the reputa- 
tion of producing a splendid type of 
cooking apple, as well as dessert apples, 
while it was found a few years ago, when 
the apple crops in the South of Fngland 
and France were not up to standard, that 
Northern Ireland apples were admirably 
adapted for cyder manufacturing, and 
large quantities were exported to Devon- 
shire. Many more thausands of tons of 
apples could be grown in Northern Ireland 
and also pears, and it is regrettable that 
a cvder industry has not been established 
locally, A cyder industry as an adjunct 
to a factory for bottled and tinned apples 
and pears would be a distinct acquisition 
to Northern Ireland, in view of the large 
quantity of cyder imported annually. 
Some years ago Northern Ireland manu- 
factured a considerable quantity of cyder 
and also pearade, a beverage which was 
exceedingly popular, with a distinct pear 
flavour. The demand for both still exists, 
but the necessary co-operation between 
capital, the grower and manufacturer has 
not yet appeared.

would be an exaggeration to state that 
there exists an active hostility to Irishmen.an 
England Nevertheless, feeling has hardened, 
and a ‘certain impatience does exist which 
may be imperceptible to the casual visitor, 
but which is quite apparent to one resident 
in London. This impatience is not assuaged 
by the sight of Imshmen who earn their 
living in England according an enthusiastic 
reception to President de Valera whenever he 
pays one of his futile visits to the metro- 
polis. 

One cannot help feeling that, but for the 
purely materialistic advantages to be gained 
by being a member of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations, President de Valera would 
have declared his beloved Republic long ago. 
1 have in mind the fact that at one time he 
put forward a rather vague, but none the 
less preposterous. suggestion, that Irishmen 
should retain their rights as British citizens, 
even though no connection between the two 
countries existed. 

I have heard some of the President's ad: 
mirers in London comfort themselves by de- 
claring that they could easily become Bri- 
tish citizens it an Irish Republic was actually 
declared by their idol. ™ might be just 
as well to disillusion them, since it seems 
highly probable that England would refuse 
to take into her bosom such a large number 
of aliens of doubtful loyalty. 

In conclusion, may I say that President 
de Valera has done Ireland a signal dis- 
service by antagonising thousands of exiles, 
who no longer regard their motherland with 
affection. but with distrust and suspicion.—

In the begiming the defen- 
dant withheld only small sums of money. 

The witness read a letter from the accused 
man. written on 18th November last, in 
which he stated: “I did not like the tone 
of vour letter, as the whole trouble was due 
to the dirty action of your father.” It 
was further stated that the defendant was 
trying to trace the missing counterfoils. 
‘Mr. Burne—What was the dirty action !— 
He accused my father of having written to 
Scotland Yard. 7 

And your father did write to 
Yard?—Not to my knowledge. 

Continuing, the witness said that he never 
heard of Sergeant Brazier as one of the 
Scotland Yard officers appointed to hunt out 
those in England who dealt with Sweep 
tickets. He was not present when Mr. 
McCarthy's flat was raided by Sergeant 
Brazier and others from Scotland Yard. The 
witness was introduced by the defendant to 
a man whose name was given as Mr. 
Montague Freeman; he did not think he had 
anything to do with the Hospitals Trust.

ACQUITTAL OF LORRY 
DRIVER 


(BEFORE JUBVE OAVITT.) 

The trial was concluded yesterday 
John Kenny, of Sandyford, Co. Dublin, 
carrier, on a . charge of the man- 
slaughter of Maureen Finnegan, an eighteen- 
year-old girl, by knocking her down with a 
motor lorry at the junction of Malahide and 
Clontarf roads, on the 13th September last.

On 
the date in question he had been to the 
Dublin mountains, and was bringing a load 
of stones, sand and cement to Clontarf. There 
were three men with him. The horn on the 
lorry had been working when he was driving 
through the city. At Marino Mart he was 
travelling about 20 m.p.h. on his own side 
of the road, and the radiator of the lorry 
had just passed the mouth of Malahide road 
when he saw a girl on a bicycle 
coming down. She had her head down 
and was pulling over her coat. She seemed 
to Jose control of the bicycle, and wobbled 
towaida his lefi mudguard. He swerved to 
the right and brought the lorry to a stand- 
still at the right-hand side of the road. He 
could pot have stopped the lorry with the 
brakes when he saw her wobbling towards 
him. He did his best to avoid the girl. 

Peter McCabe, who was seated beside 
Kenny in the lorry, said that they were 
travelling at from 20 to 25 miles an hour. 
He saw the girl cyclist, who seemed to be 
cycling very fast. She was adjusting her 
coat or dress, and was about ten yards away 
from the lorry, just coming out on the main 
road. Kenny swerved and pulled across the 
incoming tram jine, stopping there, Whutness 
gut off thé Jorry and went back to the girl, 
who was then lying between both tram lines. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Maguire, the 
witness said that Kenny had as good an 
opportunity as he of seeing the girl, and 
ought to have seen that she was in a 
dangerous position. 

The jury found Kenny not guilty, and he 
was discharged, 


A MERRION ROAD CASE 

Mathew Cassidy, “* Montebello,’ Howth, 
County. Dublin, was charged with having 
caused the death of Bernard Keely, at Merrion 
road, on the 16th November last by knock- 
ing him down with a motor car. 

Mr. P. Lynch, K.C. (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor), prosecuted, and Mr. 
Cecil Lavery, K.C., with Mr. C. Casey 
(instructed by Messrs. A. O'Hagan and Son), 
defended. 

Stating the case for the prosecution, Mr. 
Lynch said that on the morning of 16th 
November last, at about 8.350, Mathew 
Cassidy was driving a motor car towards Dun 
Laoghaire. From some little way past the 
entrance of Sydney Parade avenue the road 
was up, and there was a watch-box there, 
and a signalman with a flag. It would 
appear that the car driven by the accused 
man broke through a rope barrier, hit the 
watch-box, and also struck Keely, driving 
him some distance, and causing injuries from 
which he died shorily afterwards. 

James Sheridan gave evidence to the effect 
that he was standing beside Keely at the 
time of the accident. Keely was at the 
barrier ready to take off the rope when the 
motor car came straight ahead and hit the 
watch-box and Keely, When the car stopped 
witness asked the driver what did he mean, 
and he replied: “1 could see nothing.” It 
was a very bright morning 

Giving evidence for the defence, Matthew 
Cassidy said that after he had passed Sydney 
Parade avenue he noticed an object just in 
front of hih. He immediately apphed his 
brakes, but his car struck the watchman’s box 
and stopped. He was just at the object 
when he saw it, and it was afterwards that 
he learned that it was a watchman’s box. 
He did not see the watchman at all. | The 
sun was shining brightly in his eyes, but, 
whatever it reflected on the glass, he thought 
the road was clear. 

After an absence of three-quarters of an 
hour the jury found the accused man guilty, 
but recommended him to leniency owing to 
extenuating. circumstances. 

The accused man was put back for sentence 
until this: morning, when the Court resumes 
at 11 o'clock.

TALKS OF IMPORTANCE 
TO IRISH SEAMEN

From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Friday. 
N EGOTIATIONS of great importance to 


Irish seamen, which took place in 
London to-day between the Management 
Committee of the National Union of Sea- 
men and Messrs. Ellis (Secretary), Moore 
and Jones, of the Irish Seamen’s and Port 
Workers’ Union, were adjourned for some 
weeks pending the re-introduction of the 
new re-drafted Insurance Bill into the 
Dail, which has a vital bearing upon the 
status of Irish members of English unions, 
and which is at present occupying the 
close attention of the General Council of 
the British Trade Union Congress. 

The purpose of the negotiations was to 
eliminate friction between the two bodies 
and to secure co-operation in working. 
Since the Irish Union was established 
almost three years ago the two bodies have 
been more or less in opposition. In 
practice the Irish card was recognised only 
over a very restricted area, and men hold. 
ing it were ‘‘ backed out ” of their chips 
when endeavouring to sign articles in 
Belfast, Glasgow and other ports. 


UNREGISTERED UNIONS 


In the first draft of the new bill Mr 
Lemass exempted registered unions from 
these provisions, but the British unions, 
following the recent Free State High 
Court decision of Mr. Justice Meredith, 
are deemed to be unregistered in the Irish 
Free State. Therefore, unless there is 
some exemption for unregistered unions, 
it would mean that members of unions 
with headquarters in Britain would be 
unable to receive certain provident 
benefits, such as accident, funeral, tools, 
insurance and superannuation—benefits 
which may be regarded as “ insurance’’ 
business—for which the members have con- 
tributed for many years, and to deal in 
which an insurance company would 
normally have to deposit a big sum 4s 
security. ‘These benefits are, of course, 
quite mm from the National Health and 
Unemployment services. 


NEW DRAFT EXPECTED 


In view of these complications it is 
expected that the Minister in the new 
draft will make provisions to exempt non- 
registered unions on being satisfied with 
their bona fides. 

Representations, it was learnt, have 
been made with a view to securing this 
exemption by the Irish Trades Union 
Council, and it is stated that the Minister 
is sympathetic to the proposal.

L Arc dé Triomphe 


Everybody who has been to Paris knows 
the Arc de Triomphe, where, since the 
Great War, the eternal flame burns night 
and day in memory of the dead. This 
vear the Ar its centenary. <A 
hundred years ago this monumental land- 
mark was raised in commemoration of the 
great achievements of the French Re- 
ering and Imperial armies. After the 
sattle Austerlitz im 1806 Napoleon 
conceived the idea of erecting a great 
"Gate of Glorv,” as he called it, similar 
to those with which the Romans were wont 
to conimemorate their triumphs. Almost 
immediately Napoleon laid the foundation 
stone of his new idea, but the work did 
not progress as well as it should have 
done. The Emperor wished to have his 
Arc complete for the day of his marriage 
with Marie Louise in 1810. He was dis- 
appointed in his plans, and had to be

One of the in- 
habitants died of smal xi 
of the Isle of Lewis. Sor | 
took his clothes home t yeat, 
apparel being valuable in this poo 
munity.. Very few escaped, only four 
adults surviving out “of twenty-four 
families, and twenty-six. children were 
orphaned. The ‘population’ would have 
been annihilated but for the merest 
chance. A team of gannet-catchers had 
been ferried to a neighbouring island. The 
boat failed to return for. them, at the 
appointed time owing to what one writer 
calls “the confusion and mor-

tality ’’ at home. From August until Whit 
Sunday the party was marooned, and bv 
the trme the men returned the epidemic 
had abated. Neither before nor since that 
date has smallpox visited the island. The 
island is now evacuated and preserved by 
the Earl of Dumfries as a bird sanctuary. 
It is worthy of note that in St. Kilda 
and other distant islands off Scotland the 
common cold was unknown until tourists 
visited them. Hence the expression, ‘‘ The 
strangers’ cold.”’ 


Mexico City 


Mexico City has this winter been the 
playground of many noted members of 
English and American society, who always 
contrive to keep in the sun. A London 
friend, who has been staying at the Hotel 
Qntario in that glamorous Mexican 
capital, tells me (by air mail) that Vincent 
Astor anchored his super-yachr, The 
Nourmahal, on the Mexican coast recently. 
He and his guests are spending their time 
ashore at the Ontario, which ig Mexico’s 
fashionable rendez-vous these days. Lady 
Plunket, who went out to America early 
in the new year, is at present in Mexico 
City. John van Druten has been seen 
about that city for the past two months. 
It is presumed that this author is collect- 
ing data there for a new play. Bernard 
Shaw and his hetter half are there also. 
So are young Prince von Bismark, from 
the German Embassy in London; Ladv 
Fitzherbert, Lord Jack Hastings, and 
Prince Serge Obolensky are others who 
inhabit this beautiful cosmopolitan resort 
these days. Although the Government of 
Mexico is rabidly Communistic it keeps its 
Red tendencies more or less to itself these 
times, for fear of endangering its tourist 
business with the States. At the same 
time the interiors of its public buildings 
are lined with Communistic frescoes por- 
traving an abundance of hammers and 
sickles. The State agricultural schools, of 
which there are four in-the country, are 
all run on Soviet tradition, and are housed 
in the beautiful hacienda of former 
aristocrats. Diego Rivera has been 
appointed fresco painter in chief to the 
Mexicans. It will be remembered that the 
frescoes of this artist were torn down from 
the Rockefeller Centre in New York 
because he insisted they should include a 
portrait of Lenin.

ROM the very beginning, 
and leader of the second expedition 

to the Antarctic was faced with difficulties 
which would have daunted anyone bat a 
tried Polar explorer. Funds were low, 
and manufacturers, coyly approached, 
were so churlish as to require money for 
their much-wanted wares; free gifts were 
rare.. In the end, Admiral Byrd was able 
to obtain two old vessels, one an ancient 
freighter with groggy engines and 
perilously thin plating, the other, a sealer 
that had known her best days nigh half 
a ‘century ago. But a well-chosen 
pe reonnel made large amends. 
So admirably planned was the expedi- 
tion that, despite the trials and dangers 
that are inseparably connected with Polar 
exploration, the work went forward 
slowly, but very surely. Ships, aircraft, 
dog teams and tractors, each complement- 
ing the other, paved the way to new and 
important discoveries in a land “' buried 
under hundreds of feet of ice, which offers 
no sanctuary save on rocky emergences ; 
terrific winds super-cooled by the refrige- 


rator of the central plateau.’ . Amid this: 


vast continent, so inimical to life, the 
explorers discovered. a mighty new land 
mass hitherto unknown and unsu ; 
and a total area of approximately 450,000 
square miles of new land and sea was 
added to the map. Within 180 miles of 
the Pole itself the geological party came 
upon “ numerous fossils of plant leaves, 
fossiliferous traces and imprints, perfectly 
formed plant stems, and even fossilised 
tree-trunks up to 18 inches in diameter 
—all evidence that “‘ at one time Antare- 
tica what must have been a 
comparatively mild and humid climate. 
An appreciable new flora and some un- 
expected microscopic life and signs of 
mineral wealth were other valuable finds. 
In all, over twenty branches of science 
were benefited.

Are Treaties Inviolable?

OOKING on the modern world M. 

. Go sees a growing disrespect for 
territorial treaties, and, indeed, a ten- 
dency to look on these “ scraps of paper ’’ 
from an entirely fresh point of view. 
There is nothing new, of course, in the 
fact that powerful nations will tear them 
up from time to time. What is new is 
that the aggressor States “ regard their 
proceeding as perfectly legitimate if it is 
of practical advantage to themselves or to 
the territories which they have politically 
remodelled. In the same way, the de- 
spoiled State, though it asserts that its 
rights are unquestionable, often shows it- 
self ready to discuss them and come to a 
EASA ó róis with its adversary, not so 
much because it bows to force as because 
it does not itself seem any too sure about 
its right to a possession which another 
party appears to be better fitted to turn 
to account.” This, M. Goblet holds, 
amounts to an admission that the rights 
of ownership to a property lapse if pos- 
session 1s not justified by development, 
and he has written a remarkably interést- 
ing book on the theme. 


Japan and Manchuria 


The boundaries of a State, according to 
the author, cannot be looked upon as a 
matter of “ natural frontiers’’ or his- 
torical rights, and must be arranged to 
fit im with its economic or racial needs. 
In all cases, this means that a treaty 
loses some of its old sanctity, and in 
most cases, of course, if seems to work 
out almost automatically in favour of the 
strong country as against the weak one. 
Thus, M. Goblet has no difficulty in jus- 
tifying Japan’s intrusion en the mainland 
of Asia; for, he says, Japan needed Man- 
churia as a market, while China had 
neglected to develop the country, and had 
lost all but a nominal control over it. 
This type of reasoning will strike most 
readers as being rather cynical, though it 
must be said that M. Goblet’s argument 
does not always lead him to conclude 
that might is right. In his chapter on 
the Gran Chaco war, for example, he de- 
fends the attitude of the weaker nation, 
Bolivia, on the grounds that Paraguay 
was seeking to cut-off her one remaining 
trade-link with the world, and that to 
take away any more of the Chaco from 
Bolivia would have been unjust from 
every point of view. 

Perhaps the main value of this book 
is not in its conclusions, bat in its vivid 
summary of the forces which are in play 
in the background, moulding some coun- 
tries and unmaking others. The complex 
of nations and dependencies in the Near 
EKast—which owes its present form to 
Great Britain’s need for a safe route to 
India—is described with a lucidity that is 
really admirable, and MM. Goblet’s 
chapters on Japan, American “ im- 
perialism,”’ the Danube States and the 
Arctic, can be read with profit, even by 
those who feel themselves well 
acquainted already with the several 
problems. Abyssinia finds no mention 
and neither does Ireland; but in other 
respects “The Twilight of Treaties’’ has 
covered its subject very thoroughly and 
very concisely.

ir this attractive little volume the 
reader is introduced by Mr. Harper 
Cory to that romantic figure and world- 
famous naturalist and writer, Grey Owl, 
who has done so much to save the Cana- 
dian beaver from extinction. Born in 


| 1888, the son of a Scotsman and a full 


blood Apache Indian woman, Grey Ow! 
visited Europe with Buffalo Bill’s Wild 
West Show bain he became a trapper. 
Later he was a forest ranger, took part in 
the World War, was wounded twice, and 
was discharged as unfit for further active 
service. Returning home he was ap- 
pointed assistant chief ranger in a large 
forest reserve. Finding the work mono- 
tonous, he resigned his post in order to 
explore new territory.. He began a two- 
thousand miles journey by canoe along 
the beaver-trail, and it was with disgust 
he saw on every side evidence of wholesale 
destruction. Encouraged by his wife, and 
sickened by the wholesale destruction he 
had seen on all sides, he resolved to 
abandon the trap-line and to devote his 
energies to the work of conservation. His 
successful efforts in this direction began 
with the rescuing of two orphaned beaver 
kittens, who subsequently became known 
to the public as McGinty and McGinnis. 
After a hard struggle, helped to some 
extent by the small income derived from 
his writings, Grey Ow! reaped his reward. 
He was appointed Government specialist 
in the conservation of the beaver and 
other animals in Riding Mountain 
National Park. The whole story makes 
fascinating reading, and two chapters by 
Grey Ow! himself about his many animal 
friends cannot fail to impress his readers 
with his influence over all wild creatures 
with which he comes into contact. 


Cooking Secrets

Someone to Dinner. By Winifred Hope 
Thompson. Cobden Sanderson. 5/- net. 

North Country Secrets. By Pessy

ISS WINIFRED HOPE THOMP- 
SON’S little book entitled “‘ Some- 

one to Dinner,” with the sub-title of 
‘Chef Cooking for Little Kitchens,’’ may 
be of service to the woman who knows 
how to cook, but it presupposes a great 
deal of general knowledge on the subject, 
so that we cannot recommend it to the 
young and inexperienced bride. For 
example, ‘‘ Mayonnaise of Eggs ”’ tells one 
how to prepare the eggs and serve, but 
omits any description of how to make 
mayonnaise sauce, and, although the book 
has an index, we failed to trace this 
recipe elsewhere. Irish stew, a natural 
test of a cookery book by an Irishwoman, 
is described as “ a nice guest dish if it is 
made with the best cutlets instead of the 
ordinary pieces used.” The author goes 
on to describe its appearance on the dish, 
but does not mention how to cook it. In- 
deed, except for a few d-sounding 
names whith may make the menu look 


well; but are no guarantee of good cook- 
ing, there is little else in this book. 
Miss P  Hutchinson’s book, “ North 
Country Cooking Secrets,’’ contains about 
350 recipes of unusiial cakes, spice loaves, 
puddings and savouries. It is a curious 
phenomenen of the present day that ia 
well-to-do circles cakes are out of favour, 
and savoury daintics now are in more 
demand on. the tea table. There are stilt, 
however, many families who may enjoy 
experimentine with the recipes in this 
book, and Miss Hutchinson does give "er

THs is a magnificent volume, a work 

of AE “os in the first rank, 
printed and in a style to delight 
hand and eye, and dealing with a subject 
of hi historical importance. St. 
Bernard is known to even the least learned 
in hagiology by reason of the hymn that 
bears his name and is translated. under 
the title, “Jesus, the very thought of 
Thee ’’; but all students of history know 
that he was more than an exceedingly 
devout soul, he was a religious reformer 
of the first rank, a maker of history. 

Clairvaux, in St. Bernard’s time, was 
the power-house of Christendom. Its 
monks, the Cistercians, went far and wide. 
setting up certres of learning and piety 
according to the strict rules that he 
dictated, and bringing order into disorder. 
Did not the Cid Campeador of Spain, some 
years, indeed, after the great Abbot's 
death, send for Cistercians of Clairvaux 
to help in the reconstruction of the Church 
in the land won back from the Moors ?—a 
tribute, by the way, to the Cistercians, 
which was all the greater when we con- 
sider the strong nationalism of the 
Spanish Church at that date. 


Clairvaux and Mellifont 


To Irish readers this first adequate 
study of St. Bernard in the English 
language is specially valuable, seeing that 
Clairvaux played a highly important part 
in Irish history. So valuable is what Mr. 
Williams has to say on this matter that 
we take leave to copy a large part of it, 
corecting his spelling of Irish names. 

‘* Perhaps,’ Mr. Williams writes, “ the 
outstanding interest of the year 1142 is 
that on some day during its course there 
came into being the first Cistercian abbey 
of Ireland, and that at the instance of 
one who in the Calendar of Irish Saints 
occupies a position second only to that of 
St. Patrick, although it may be said, and 
said regretfully, that the great work of 
St. Malachy of Armagh deserves fuller 
recognition than outside a comparatively 
narrow cir le of readers it has hitherto 
received 

“The story of the foundation of Melli- 
font (Alellifongs, al. Fons-Mellis, Mainistir- 
Mhór) takes us into the counsels of this 
veritable apostle, of whom St. Bernard 
wrote : ‘The first. miracle and the 
greatest miracle that he ever wrought is, 
in my judgment, himself ’ 

“St. Malachy was about forty-five 
vears of age when, on his way to Rome 
in 1139, he first visited Clairvaux, and

At Clairvaux, 
So deeply impressed was he that on 
his arrival at Rome he begged permission 
of the Pope to lay down his ‘pastoral 
Charge, and to liye and die a Cistercian 
under the authority of St. Bernard.

Malachy might not go and live at Clair- 
vaux, Clairvaux, its spirit embodied in 
its colonists, might come dnd live in 
ireland. The refusal of his request was 
more felicitous than would have been 
consent.”’

Accordingly, Malachy Jeft four of his 
companions at Clairvaux, and sent others 
from Ireland, to be trained in Bernard’s 
rule and professed. When St. Bernard 
satisfied with the Irishmen as 
Cistercians, “‘one from amongst them- 
selves was set over them as abbot. ‘ the 
holy brother Christian’; a few Clairvaux 
monks were added to them to make up 
the usual number of thirteen, and they 
were sent on their way to St. Malachy. 
This Christian, the first Abbot of , Mellii- 
font, was Christian O’Conarchy, who in 
1150 became Bishop of Lismore. The site 
upon which St. Malachy settled the Abbey 
of Mellifont was granted by Donnehadh 
Mac Céarvaill, or O'Carroll, Prince of

In a brief review we lack scope to deal 
with all this book’s merits.

He has written 
fourteen short stories, and yet none of them 
really could be called stories at all, in that 
there is no development of plot or, per- 
ceptibly, of character. The best of them— 
in our somewhat befogged opinion—are the 
shortest, for Mr. Wolfe possesses a power of 
observation that is photographic. He can 
write of a down-and-out dying on a railway 
staticn bench so that the man appears before 
your eyes. The comments of the crowd could 
be brought no nearer reality uf the printed 
word were capable of inflexion. And thea 
Mr. Wolfe goes off into those depths of 
feeling whereinto no one, we seriously 
believe, can follow; and, what ts more, it 
might be just conceivably possible that ‘tlrese 
dreams of Mr. Wolfe’s can only be of vaiue 
to Mr. Wolfe himself. Perhaps the most 
enhghtened sub-editor in the world weuld 
find it difficult to keep himself in biue 
pencils with Mr. Wolfe’s copy around.

He writes of what he 
knows, and he has the gift of putting 
what he has to say in a manner that will 
attract the general reader interested in 
citizenship, as much as it will medical 
specialists. Both classes of reader will 
benefit from his work. | 


The Slave of Progress 


Dr. Sand desires that mankind should 
make the best possible use of the great 
material progress of our age. Too often, 
unfortunately, man is prone to become the 
slave instead of the master of this pro- 
and of the immense advantages 
bestowed upon him by niodern civilisation. 
Dr. Sand believes that man, if he set 
about the task in the right way, could 
make for himself a fuller and richer life. 
Admitting that much has already been 
accomplished, he knows that still more 
awaits achievement. As a medical man, 
he realises how great a factor of progress 
medicine has been. and he believes that 
in the future, when its social importance 
is understood, it will be an even greater 
factor. Thus while specialists in other 
lines, such as mechanical invention, are 
teaching the lesson to be derived from 
their own fields, Dr. Sand draws attention 
to the fruits to be garnered in his par- 
ticular domain.

This is social medicine, the art of pre- 
vention and eure, as he defines it, con- 
sidered as “ something which links the 
health of men to their condition as human 
beings."’ In examining this he presents 
what the social student will find in- 
valuable, including an analysis of the 
strata of the pulation in different 
countries according to their financial 
resources. In this way he arrives 
at what he calls a balance sheet 
of sickness and death. This is an ori- 
yinal method, which to many ought to be 
fruitfully stimulating. 

Dr. Sand’s conclusion appears inevit- 
able. It has impressed: the eminent 
French statesman, M. Herriot so much 
that he writes: ‘‘ In‘ spite of science we 
are still unable to organise the produc- 
tion and distribution of wealth by mutual 
agreement among nations, to silence sel- 
fish interests and to make the general 
welfare, our only care; this will be a 
matter for profound astonishment to the 
future historian.”’ 


A Better Organisation 


The author would therefore have social 
medicine encouraged and organised. There 
should be no waste of mental or bodily 
gifts. These, he avers, are equally dis- 
tributed at birth in all classes, but it is 
the prevailing conditions of existence that 
artificially create biological inequality 
between different social groups. ‘‘ It 
needs only,” in Dr. Sand’s words, “a 


better organisation to conquer the evils] 


to which we have no right to be resigned. 
. « «+ Sociological’ medicine is one of 
the instruments which will bring us 
nearer ” to the banishment of disease, 
poverty, ignorance and neglect.

ITHIN the last two years another 
notable exploit has been added to 
the history of mountaineering.  Accom- 
panied. by a single companion, and 
assisted by a tiny body of porters,. the 
author succeeded in penetrating to a. 
Himalayan sanctuary which for genera- 
tions had baffled the most experienced 
mountaineers. Apart from the smallness 
of the expedition, the very conformation 
of the obstacle rendered the whole under- 
taking doubtful from the beginning, 
Nanda Devi, the peak itself, is wholly sur- 
rounded by a huge amphith-atre of gigantic 
hills and mountains, a rampart in places 
over 23,000 feet in. height and seventy 
miles im extent. Though with their 
limited forces a successful assault of the 
peak was impracticable, they nevertheless 
explored the whole basin pretty 
thoroughly, and set foot on much country 
where a white man had never been antil 
then. Once safely out of this beautiful, 
but perilous, region, the party set about 
exploring the two great traverses of the 
Badrinath-Gangotri and the Badrinath- 
Kedarnath, both regions famous in Hindu 
mythology. By this time the monsoon 
had broken, and this part of the journey 
was accomplished under most miserable 
conditions. The book is very finely 
written, and Mr. Shipton has all F. 8. 
Smythe’s flair for vivid and poetic descrip- 
tive writing. The illustrations themselves 
are very good indeed.

Mae of Peace 

One fact emerges clearly from the 
enormous mass of detail that has been 
published concerning the negotiations in 
London during the last week : nothing has 
been settled. There has been the usual 
crop of mutually congratulatory speeches. 
British spokesmen declare that their 
French, Belgian and German colleagues 
j are the most reasonable persons in the 
world; M. Flandin, speaking before the 
French Chamber yesterday, asserted that 
the events of the week in London had 
brought Britain and France appreciably 
more closely together; and there even 
has been talk of the reconstruction 
of the so-called Stresa front—namely, 
the loose working arrangement between 
Britain, France and Italy. The fact 
of course, that the situation 

the moment is not one whit 
better than it was a few days ago. Mr. 
Anthony Eden told the House of Com- 
mons yesterday that His Maijesty’s 
Government had been striving, in the 
first place, to restore public confidence in 
the rule of international law, which had 
been shaken rudely by the precipitate 
action of the Germans in regard to the 
Rhineland. Furthermore, it had been 
doing everything in its power to prepare 
the way for the restoration of European 
stability. To these ends, after much 
talk and argument in London, the Locarno 
Powers had reached agreement on certain 
points. Germany had been invited to 
send representatives to London, and those 
representatives had taken full part in the 
St. James’s Palace conversations. It had 
been decided that after a few months the 


Hitler would be examined carefully by 
the Powers concerned, but in the mean- 
while the Locarno Powers—excluding 
Germany—had agreed to invite Germany 
to submit her case concerning the Franco- 
Soviet Pact to the Permanent Court of 
International Justice at The Hague. Herr 
Hitler contends that this pact in itself 
was a breach of the Locarno Treaty, in 
spirit, if not in letter, and seeks to 
justify his action in the Rhineland on 
these grounds. Messrs. Eden and 
Flandin now challenge him to put his 
case before The Hague Court; but it will 
be noted that the French give no guaran- 
tee that they will abide by that Court’s 
decision. 

German opinion is almost unanimous 
in its resolve not to take its case to The 
Hague. Apparently it has little or no con- 
fidence in that august body’s impartiality, 
and, at any rate, Herr Hitler and his 
colleagues take the view that their action 
in the Rhineland is based on moral and 
psychological, than on coldly 
juridical, In a word, Germany 
will not go to The Hague; and nobody 
can force her.

Germany is asked to 
undertake to send no further reinforce- 
ments to the demilitarised area, and to do 
nothing to change the existing situation 
regarding her pafa-military forces in the 
Rhineland. and Belgium are 
requested also to send no further troops to 
the frontier. In order to reaffirm its 
adherence to the Locarno Pact, the British 
Government has undertaken to maintain 
close contact with the General Staffs of 
Belgium and France.

In a speech at 
Hamburg last evening Herr Hitler care- 
fully avoided any direct reference to what 
had occurred at London ; but he repeated 
what he had said previously at Frankfurt 
and elsewhere. If co-operation with the 
other Powers should prove to be impos- 
sible, he said, Germany would retire into 
isolation and await events. We need not 
stress the sinister aspect of this statement. 
Isolation for Germany would mean certain 
war within a very few years. Her hand 


would be against every other nation, and 


proposals which had been made by Herr 


and that this zone shall be) 


that of every other nation would be against 


her.

all costs. We believe that a real peace can 
be secured on | the basis of the German 
proposals for a series of non-aggression 
pacts. Whether or not Herr Hitler is 
sincere in his protestations, it obviously 
is preferable to bring the Germans back 
into the European concert than to allow 
them to sulk in sullen anger behind their 
own frontiers, and, above all else, it is 
essential that their help should be sought 
in an effort to bring about some limitation 
of armaments. If the French try to im- 
pose any kind of preliminary conditions, 
the Germans almost certainly will, refuse 
to have anything to do with them. Herr 
Hitler and his colleagues at present are in 
a condition of mind that may be expressed 
most aptly by the word “ touchy.”’ They 
are suffering from a mild form of 
Verfolgungswahn, or persecution mania, 
and wise statesmanship will make every 
allowance for it. Any attempt to force the 
pace or to inflict a diplomatic defeat on 
Herr Hitler will be fatal. Nothing on 
earth will get rid of the fait accompli in 
the Rhineland. The duty of the Powers 
now is to prevent the Germans from 
further breaches of international law ; and 
to that end everything possible ought to 
be done to keep them within the restrain- 
ing influence of the League of Nations.

America’s Floods 


People in these islands may grumble, 
with some cause, about the weather, but 
the worst treatment that Nature can give 
them is almost nothing when compared 
with the extremes to which she will go 
in other parts of the world. One is 
accustomed, for instance, to think that 
the temperate zone in America has a 
climate very much the same as that of 
Great Britain and Ireland, but, in fact, 
it is very different. The weather, 
manner which one imagines to be truly 
American, does everything on a large 
New York, unbearably hot in 
summer, will be deep in snow a few 
months later, and the drought which 
recently attacked the grain-bearing dis- 
tricts was far greater in its extent than 
anything which is likely to take place in 
Europe.

Washington has seen the 


floods rise hour by hour, until the 
southern part of the city was covered to 
a large extent by them, and sandbags 
have been built up hastily as barricades, 
in case the Government buildings and the 
Capitol itself should become involved. The 
city is virtually isolated, and President 
Roosevelt, who had intended to leave the 
capital for his holidays, has had to 
remain, in order to cope with the problems 
which the floods have raised, not only in 
Washington, but in all the other north- 
eastern States. Pittsburg, an industrial 
city with a population of 700,000, has had 
an even more unnerving experience than 
Washington. Two rivers converge there, 
and have caused a flood so great that all 
the normal life of the town has been dis- 
organised. The damage to property is 
thought to be anything between £2,000,000 
and £4,000,000, and, although the floods 
seem to have fallen a little from 
highest level, Pittsburg still is in an 
unhappy plight. During the last few 
days transport, except by boat, has been 
out of the question,

The Wonder of Radium 


The National Radium Commission, in 
its sixth annual report, makes clear its 
pressing need for further supplies of the 
miraculous metal. In England, Scotland 
and Wales there are thirteen National 
Radium Centres, five Regional Centres, 
and four recognised hospitals; together 
with the fifty-eight hospitals which are 


| dependent upon their own supplies. All 


of them are in need. Since national 
radium first became available about six 
years ago twenty grammes have been put 
at the Commission’s disposal; but since 
radium in large masses yields the best 
results in the struggle with cancer the 
Commission desires that this stock should 
be increased by at least another twenty 
grammes. At the moment the largest 
unit in use is one only of five grammes. 
In centres with smaller units usually it 
happens that only those are treated whose 
recovery seems probable ; for the Commis- 
sion, in fairness to these patients, cannot 
afford to waste its supply on sufferers 
whose .chances of recovery are remote, Un- 
fortunately, the demand for radium is so 
intense that although Canada now is pro- 
ducing it in comparatively generous 
quantities it is valued nevertheless at 
£8,000 to the gramme. In point of fact 
the price has fallen by four or. five 
thousand pounds within the last four 
years; but this reduction can be of smal] 
comfort to hospitals whose finances already 
are somewhat insecure. They must find 
at least £40,000 if their unit is to be 
sufficiently large to give cancer patients 
the hope of recovery they deserve. This 
radium has all the innate romance of the 
‘“ Philosopher’s Stone.” Beside it, gold, 
silver, diamonds and pearls pale into in- 
significance. Radium is born of uranium, 
the heaviest metal on earth; but to be 
translated into radium uranium must de- 


| 


compose for 5,000,000,000,000 years. To 


comiflate theffcyele, in a curiously appro- | 

fashion; + radium, in a further 
9,000 years, becomes lead, perhaps the 
** basest ’’ of metals; but long before any 
such tragedy can occur the world’s supply 


of radium probably will be exhausted. 


Nature Stories 


Among the minor pleasures of life, 
according to that acute observer Miss Rose 
Macaulay, are encounters with animals. 
Life in the Free State recently has been 
diversified by two unusual stories of 
animals which have stepped outside their 
proper sphere and found themselves in 
unwonted juxtaposition with humans. One 
of these encounters, indeed, was not calcu- 
lated to promote more cordial relations 
between man and the animal kingdom. 
The Donegal farmer who, when in pursuit 
of an erring sheep, was attacked by a 
badger, and rescued only with difficulty 
by two men whose business it is to entrap 
seals—there is a curiously zoological 
flavour about this incident—is unlikely to 
increase his contributions to any societies 
of animal lovers on the strength of it. 
Badgers, however, are tricky creatures, 
which must be kept in their place ; and few 
will regret the passing of this particular 
animal, which occurred immediately after 
the rescue. To balance against this 
sinister manifestation of nature red in 
tooth and claw, Dublin has had her own 
animal story, this time of an entirely 
agreeable nature. A few nights ago a 
strange animal appeared mysteriously in 
Linenhall place, and contrived to keep a 
curious crowd at a distance for some hours 
on end. On this occasion man treated the 
animal with more courtesy than the 
animal accorded to man on the Donegal 
cliffs ; for the crowd’s quarry resembled a 
fox, and, as such, must have been regarded 
as sacred. Captured at last, it was 
removed to.a police station, where a well- 
educated Guard threw doubts upon the 
popular identification of the beast. Here 
it was accorded the kindly treatment 
usually reserved for the more notorious 
political offenders; and, to heighten its 
resemblance to the criminal classes, was 
discovered to Be masquerading under an 
alias. With the revelation that the animal 
is not a fox at all, but a raccoon, the 
matter passes from the merely odd to the 
frankly mysterious. It is unlikely that it 
left its usual haunts in the north of 
America to undertake an unconducted tour 
in Ireland; but, if it is a strayed pet, its 
owner might have been expected to notice 
his loss at an early date. Can it be that 
Wicklow possesses a raccoon-fancier with 
so large a collection that the loss of one 
specimen has passed unobserved ?

TWO SEPARATE SETS 
OF DISCUSSIONS 


In those circumstances we suggested that 
convenience and expedition would best be 


. i rved if, not only the mecting of the four 


Powers signatory to the Locarno Treaty, 
but also the impending meeting of the 
League Council were held here in London. 
Fhis proposal was readily accepted by all 
those concerned, and the first meeting in 


“London between the four Locarno Powers 


w we accordingly held on Thursday, March 
12th. 

The House will realise that from the 
start two wholly separate, but cognate, 
sets of discussions have been taking place 
in London—one between Locarno Powers 
and the other before the Council. The im- 
mediate task of the Council was a 
relatively simple one. It was called upon 
to pronounce a finding on the question 
whether the action of the German Govern- 
ment in sending troops into the de-mili- 
tarised zone on March 7 constituted a 
unilateral repudiation of its Treaty obliga- 
tions. 

The course of the Council proceedings 
has been made public from day to day, 
and the House will already be aware that 
on March 19 this question was answered 
afirmatively and unanimously by the 
Council. A dissenting note was recorded 
by the German representative, and it may 
be well if I here say something of the 
events which preceded his arrival in 
London. 

As soon as the appeal of the French 
and Belgian Governments with regard to 
Germany's violation of the Treaty of 
Locarno was received by the League, the 
Secretary-General sent an intimation of 
the date on which the Council would meet 
to consider this question. He sent that 
intimation to the members of the Council, 
and also to the German Government. To 
this intimation no reply was received from 
the German Government. It was, how- 
ever, thought highly desirable that Ger- 
many should be represented at these grave 
deliberations to have an opportunity of 
stating her case on equal terms before 
a vote was taken. 

A further definite invitation was sent, 
and I was glad to be able to second the 
invitation both to the German Ambassador 
in London and to His Majesty’s Ambas- 
sador in Berlin. This invitation the Ger- 
man Government accepted, and the Ger- 
man delegation reached London on March

LOCARNO POWERS’ 
DISCUSSIONS 


SUGGESTION TO GERMANY 


I will now give the House some account 
of the discussions between the Locarno 
Powers. These. as the House will readily 
understand, have been both long and 
complicated, and they filled to overflowing 
the brief time at our disposal. 

On our side the discussions have been 
carried on in the main by the Lord Presi- 
dent of the Council, the Lord Privy Seal, 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and 
myself. It was clear from the outset that 
the occupation of the demilitarised zone 
by German troops presented. a fait 
accompli, which made the opening of 


‘negotiations with Germany very difficult. 


It was strongly urged that negotiations 
could not begin until this breach of inter- 
national law had been in some measure 
restored. 

Immediately on my return from Paris, 
therefore, I suggested to the German 
Government that they should make a 
contribution to ease the situation created 
by their action. The suggestion was 
briefly that, pending negotiations, they 
should withdraw troops in_ sufficient 
numbers to warrant their description of 
the re-occupation as symbolic, and that 
similarly they should abstain from the 
construction of fortifications. 

Though the German Chancellor publicly 
expressed his willingness no further to 
increase the number of-troops sent in, this 
was not sufficient to enable much progress 
to be made. The discussion between the 
four Locarno Powers, which was resumed 
on March 12. was most actively proceeded 
with thereafter. The time at our disposal 
in those crowded days was limited, and 


the discussions have had to be carried on 


at all hours of the day and into the small 
hours of the morning. 

1 should like here to pay a warm tribute 
to the energy, patience and equanimity 
of the representatives of our fellow- 
signatories. (Cheers. ) 


RESULTANT PROPOSALS 


I will now give the House some par- 
ticulars of the proposals which have 
resulted from these conversations. These 
proposals contain considerable detail, and 
I can, therefore, only now give a very 
general summary. But the full text will 
be available in the Vote Office when I sit 
down. 

The main objective of His Majesty’s 
Government is to restore confidence in 
international law and create conditions in 
which an effort may be made to rebuild 
European stability. (Cheers.) That has 
been our objective throughout these days. 
The restoration of confidence is not an 
easy task, for it has been rudely shaken. 
Our main difficulty, therefore, has been 
to bridge the gap in time, 

During this interim period it is proposed 
that Germany should be invited to refer 
to the Permanent Court of International 
Justice at The Hague her case as to the 
incompatibility between the Franco-Sovict 
Pact and the Treaty of Locarno. 

It is also proposed, with the assent of 
the Governments concerned, that an inter- 
national force, including detachments 
from the armies of the guarantor Powers, 
should be stationed in a narrow zone to 
the east of the frontier between Germany 
and France and Germany and Belgium. 

It is also proposed that Germany should 
undertake during this interim period not 
to reinforce the troops which have already 
been sent into the demilitarised zone, and 
not to modify the situation of the para- 
military forces which are stationed there. 

Germany is also asked not to proceed 


/ with fortifications there during this interim 


period, while the French and Belgian 
Governments, for their part, would under- 
take during the same period not to send 
further troops into the zone adjoining their 
frontiers with Germany. 

For our part, in addition to undertakin 
to supply detachments to an internationa 
force, we are making a contribution for 
the restoration of confidence by joining in 
a reaffirmation of our Locarno obligations 
and by i Ye ag for contacts between the 
General Staffs of, the guarantor Powers 
and ae of France and Belgium.

There is much indignation 
among the men along the coast from 
Kilmore to Rosslare Harbour. Civic 
Guards and Customs officers are on the 
alert, and the matter has been reported 
to the Department of Fisheries.

T. Mary's Palace, Sligo, the beautiful 

residence of Most Rev. Dr. Doorly, 

Bishop of Elphin, was destroyed by fire 
this afternoon. 

The contents of the ground and first 
floors were saved by hundreds of voluntary 
workers, but nearly everything in the re- 
maining portion of the huge building 
perished in the flames. 

The outbreak was discovered shortly 
after four o'clock when smoke was 
noticed issuing through the slates in the 
centre of the roof directly over the main 
entrance. It was then found that the fire 
had secured a firm hold on the internal 
portion of the roof. 


WEAK WATER PRESSURE 


The Corporation fire appliances were 
hastily brought to the scene, but it was 
found that owing to the high elevation of 
the palace roof and the comparative 
isolation of the building, the water 
supply was wholly inadequate, and the 
pressure so weak as to be entirely useless 
to cope with the situation. 

The fire spread along the roof with great 
rapidity, and at an early stage it became 
obvious that the residence of the Bishop 
was doomed. 

Everything possible was done to save 
the contents by a large force of Civic 
Guards, under Superintendent.Fahy, and 
some hundreds of civilians. 

Three of the civilians narrowly escaped 
being trapped in the east wing when the 
second floor collapsed. They managed to 
get clear by a stairway at the back. 


IN RUINS 


Within three hours the building was in 
ruins, only the bare walls standing. 

Most Rev. Dr. Doorly, who was out 
walking with the Very Rev. John Feely, 
Adm., when the fire was discovered, 
hurried back to the scene. He was deepty 
affected by the scene which confronted 
him. He and the priests of St. Mary’s 
Cathedral, who also resided in the palace, 
have the deep sympathy of the entire 
people of Sligo and of the diocese. 

St. Mary’s Palace was a commanding 
beautiful structure in ashlar limestone 
masonry, and erected in 1878-80 by the 
late Dr. Gillooly, the great building 
Bishop of Elphin.

of Violet street, Derry; Gerard Doherty, 
a tailor, of Eglinton, and John McCool, 
motor driver, of Artigarvan, Strabane— 
received a recorded sentence of six months’ 
imprisonment each on a charge of having 
conspired to kidnap Mrs. Robert Harvey 
(née Miss Cecily Doherty) at Eglinton on 
the night of March 2. 

They were bound over for twelve months 
on bail of £60 each. 

The Crown entered a nulle prosequi 
against Michael Herron, a bread-server, of 
37 Marlborough avenue, Derry, who 
pleaded not guilty to the same charge. 


OBJECTION TO MARRIAGE 


Mr Beattie, K.C., who defended, 
pleaded guilty on behalf of the first three 
accused men. He said that Miss Doherty 
had been of a different religion to her 
intended husband, to whom she was 
actually married on the day following the 
attempted kidnapping. These people 
objected to the marriage and tried to 
prevent it. He did not think that the 
accused men were relations of hers. 

Lord Chief Justice Moore—They were 
doing it in the public interest. (Laughter. ) 

Mr. Lowry (prosecuting) said that it 
was a pretty high-handed action. They 
seized hold of the girl and tried to get 
her into a motor car. Her fiancé, Harvey, 
resisted, and eventually the men ran 
away.

' M. Flandin also expressed satisfaction 
at the new military guarantees, the con- 
tribution to French security, and the ex- 
pectation that the Abyssinian war and 
sanctions would come to a speedy end 
following a reconstruction of the Stresa

“ I would emphasise what efforts I made, 
and how delighted I was to prepare the 
reconstruction of the Stresa front, which 
should now be achieved, thanks to the 
opening of the peace negotiations that I 
recently succeeded in starting in Geneva, 
negotiations which, to our mind, should 
rapidly result in the simultaneous suspen- 
sion of hostilities and sanctions.’’ 
RELATIONS WITH BRITAIN 

M. Flandin started by declaring that, 
after long days of anxiety, the French 
Government had brought back the con- 
solidation of peace without having failed in 
the principles. which it had originally 
announced. He then proceeded to trace 
the Government’s action since March 10th.

Chamber.

but it realised that such an agreement 
was impossible.’’ 

The Foreign Minister went on to refer 
to the proposals which were to be made to 
Germany regarding the international 
police force along the German frontier. 

'“ Need I say,” he declared, “ that there 
is no question of an international police 


force occupying any part of the French or- 


Belgian territory? ‘That would be a 
monstrous iniquity which the French 
negotiators would never have accepted.” 
Referring to the oe International

‘This Commission gives us, as regards 
the remilitarisation and refortification of 
the zone, guarantees which we did not 
have before. It was affirmed on March 
19th that Locarno still existed. The

FRANCO-BRITISH FRIENDSHIP 
STRENGTHENED

““ As regards our security, in view of the 
fact that the entry of German forces into 
the demilitarised zone could create, if not 
a menace, at any rate the possibility of a 
future menace, it was important that the 
guarantors should be able to put into | 
operation their action with speed ; that is, 
make it more efficacious.

GERMAN PROPOSALS TO BE

The next stage of the negotiations is a 
World Conference to be held under the 
auspices of the League of Nations, to 
consider, in order, certain other proposals 
made by the German Chancellor—the 
questions of security, of limitation of 
armaments, and of economic relations 
between the nations.

HERR RIBBENTREOP'S 
ATTITUDE 


The German Government have pressed 
their wish for a relaxation of that tension 
which can only lead to disaster, but it is 
now for them to show what contribution 
they are willing to make to this end. 
(Cheers.) Last night I asked Herr 
Ribbentrop, the German representative, to 
come and see me, and I gave him a brief 
outline of these proposals. His Excellency 
at once told me he would take no decision 
until he had seen the text as a whole, and 
he completely reserved the decision of his 
Government. Late last night I sent to 
him the text as soon as it had been 
approved by the Cabinet. 

Such is the present position as it has 
emerged as the result of this week’s inten- 
sive effort. I would stress that, in the 
conversations between the Locarno Powers, 
the object of the Government has beer 
two-fold throughout. We have sought to 
meet the peril—and it has been a very 
real peril—of an immediate and gravely 
critical situation, and we have sought to 
create an opportunity for the settlement 
of Western Europe on a firm and enduring 
foundation. 

In both these arduous tasks we have, 
we believe, made important progress in 
the last few days. I can assure the House 
that the Government will persist without 
relaxation in their endeavours. (Cheers. ) 


MR. ATTLEE’S QUESTIONS 


Mr. Attlee (Leader of the Opposition) 
said that the House had Listened with the 
greatest interest to the statement made 
by the Foreign Secretary.

Germany has re-occupied her Rhineland, 
and has argued the equity of her action. 
She has decided, for her own purposes, 
and for the reasons she has given, to 
employ a method which creates— 
as the German Government must 
have known before’ they chose it 
—an inescapable difficulty for this 
country as a guarantor. A contri- 
bution, such as Mr. Eden has suggested, 
would acknowledge and meet that 
difficulty. A constructiev answer would 
be a demonstration of the conciliatory 
spirit in reply to an effort which must be 
taken as itself conciliatory. Conversely, 
anything like a flat rejection of the effort 
would be a profound shock to British 
opinion, and a lasting disservice to the 
credit of the German Government in this 
country. Germany would be forbidding 
all access to the opportunity which Herr 
Hitler himself has offered of doing the 
things that were left undone in 1919. In 
the meantime, with the lapse of the devices 
elaborated in the White Paper, Western 
Europe would be driven back upon a neecs- 
sarily lop-sided Locarno. 

German action cannot abrogate the 
honougable undertakings of the guarantor, 
and the refusal of German co-operation 
would logically leave nothing to buttress 
security, but the guarantee for which pro- 
vision; in the last resort, is made at the 
end of the White Paper. These are not 
the consequences which British opinion is 
willing to contemplate, nor are they the 
aims for which British policy has been 
working in this past fortnight.

Mr. Robert Burke, sreaking of the visitors 
to Howth, said that the Sunday bona fide 
traveller was a very unwelcome visitor from 
the city. . Those’ people had - the “rather 
doubtful advantage of obtaining drink in the 
city between the hours of 2 and 5 p.m. A 
short "bus. tram or train journey brought 
them to Howth, many. of them in an already 
intoxicated condition. That state of affairs, 
which was neither of advantage to the 
visitors nor to Howth, was most undesirable, 
and representations had been made about it. 
It was keeping away from Howth many of 
the more desirable class of visitors, and 
many hotel keepers, traders and others had 
suffered, and would continue to suffer if the 
bona fide traffic was not ended. 

Continuing, the witness said:—“I would 
respectfully suggest that this subject might 
properly come within the terms of reference 
of the Tribunal, and that the Tribunal might 
see fit to recommend that the hours of 
opening for licensed houses might be 
synchronised for the whole Dublin Metro- 
politan area.” If Howth were properly deve- 
loped it might easily become a national asset, 
and if properly handled it presented all the 
features and would have many of the attrac. 
tions of an Irish ‘‘ Llandudno.”

Cross-examined by Mr. M. Walker (in 
structed by Messrs. Hunter and Burland) for 
the Howth Council, Mr. Burke said that he 
personally had no objection or dislike to any 
member of the Council, but he did dislike 
them, en masse.

ELEVEN YEARS AGO

service, and could almost be described as 
one of the necessities of life.

They thanked the B.B.C. for improving 
the broadcast service by the provision of 
this new transmitter, and they wished them 
good fortune and success in the years of 
development which lay before them.

OBITUARY 


THE REV. T. W. HARPUR 


The death is announced of the Rev. Thomas 
William Harpur, Rector of Knocktopher, 
Co. Kilkenny, and Chancellor of St. Canice’s 
Cathedral, Ossory. The Rev. Mr. Harpur, who 
was 82, gained the Divinity Testumomum 
in ‘Trinity College, Dublin, in 1876. In 
the following year he graduated B.A., and in 
1880 he obtained the M.A. degree. He was 
ordained deacon in 1877, and priest at 
Chester in the next year. His first mimstry 
was at St. Chrystopher’s, Everton, where he 
worked from 1877 to 1880 as curate. He was 
then appointed, curate of Kilglass, County 
Sligo, where he remained for a year, and his 
next four years were spent as incumbent of 
Clonaslee, Leix. For a year he was diocesan 
curate of Leighlin, and from 1686-1898 he was 
the incumbent of Muckamore, County Antrim, 
from which he moved to Moira, County Down, 
as rector. From Moira he went to Castle- 
comer, County Kilkenny, in 1907, and re- 
mained there for ten years. He was pre- 
bendary of Tascoffin, in St, Canice’s 
Cathedral, Kilkenny, from 1911 to 1926, and 
incumbent. of Knocktopher from 1917. . He 
was appointed Chancellor of St. Canice’s 
Cathedral, Ossory, in 1926, and the following 
year he was appointed rural dean of Keils. 


-SIR JAMES COOPER 


The Times reports that Sir James*Alexander 
Cooper died yesterday at his home at Green- 
wich, after a comparatively short illness, at 
the age of 68. Born in 1868, the son of 
Adam Cooper, Belfast, he was privately edu- 
cated and practised as an auditor and account- 
ant in Dublin, The war gave him an oppor- 
tunity to place at the service of his country 
his command of accountancy, quick grasp of 
essentials, business acumen and sincerity of 
purpose., He became principal in charge of 
Raw Materials Finance at the War Office in 
1917, and in 1919 Director of Raw Materials 
Finance at the Ministry of Munitions. 
In 1921 he joined the British-Australian 
Wool Realisation Association, of which 
Sir Arthur Goldfinch was governing direc- 
tor, and played an important part in its 
activities, Cooper’s interests were wide. 
He became a director of the Lancashire 
Cotton Corporation, Vickers-Armstrong, the 
Goodyear Tyre and Rubber Company (Great 
Britain), Ltd., and other companies positions, 
which he held at the time of his death. 
Married in 1901 to Margery Georgina, 
daughter of Mr. W. F. Layng, of Kings- 
town, County Dublin, Sir James was t 
father of three daughters, and’ loved, mcre 
than anything else, the happy domesticity: of 
his home at Blackheath. 


R. B. CUNNINGHAME GRAHAM

nation requires little or no excuse, because 


if “you. imagine. for one moment that this 
country of ours had all its existing potential 
sources of food and raw materials to support 
human lifé on a considerable scale and at a 


high standard, and you then deprived the 
nation of all its machinery, in a very short 


space of time the nation would revert to a 
semi-barbaric existence and the country would 
only support three or four millions of people. 
That is 
modern life. 


the significance of machinery in 


Now machinery, being such an essential 
factor in the support of anything like a good 


standard of living in the nation, 1s necessarily 
a very important tactor, not only in peace, 


but in. war. The peace manufacture of 
machinery is stimulated, directed and con- 


trolled by purely economic and commercial 
considerations. 
availability, of -machinery in war time is a 


But the matwfacture or the 


very different matter. 

There are certain kinds of machinery for 
which you dare not he dependent ou any 
foreign power. In these cases, therefore, the 
purely economi¢ and: commercial considera- 
You must have that 


profitable te manu- 
facture it of not. : 
. The argument is sometimes used that we 
are in any event so dependent upon imported 
foodstuffs and imported heat energy im the 
form of liquid fuels, that it is really no use 
worrying about machinery or making any 
effort to he less dependent on imported 
supphes. ‘hat is a-counsel of despair. Surely 
it as the duty of all to reduce the atready 
very large unfavourable chances of war to 
the lowest possible minimum. Let’ us make 
efforts in any direction we can. We do not 
waut to encourage the attitude of dependence 
on foreign supplies more than the facts. of 
the situation absolutely dictate to us. 


SELF-SUFFICIENCY 


In my opinion, if we do many of the things 
which 1¢ is quite possible for us’ to do in the 
way of developing our machinery manufac- 
ture, we shall automatically and incidentally 
have done a great deal towards fitting our- 
selves to. supply the machinery requfred in 
war time. Therefore. we ean for cur: inmme- 
diate purpose direct our attention to the 
manufacture of machinery in peace time. 

In order that there may be no legitimate 
misapprehensions or criticisms of my remarks, 
I wish to say that 1 do not for one moment 
suggest any such wild idea as that we or any 
other nation should aim at 100 per cent. selí- 
sufficiency in the invention, design and manu- 
facture of machinery. It is not only impos- 
sible, but it is very doubtful if it would be 
desirable. We are not always at war, for one 
thing. 

The decisive consideration is that we find 
distributed over the various civilised countries 
of the world a vast amount of inventive 
genius, a capacity for design and -resources 
for the development of perfectly wonderful 
machinery. 100 per cent. self-sufficiency ‘is 
not a thing desirable or a thing to aim at 

Having made that -eservation, | now say 
that there are very yreat end very svrious 
gaps in our machinery manufacture which. to 
the best of my knowledge and judgment, can 
and should be filled. Our imports and experts 
of machinery in 1935 had a value olf 
£13,144.000 and £38,495.000 respectively. The 
value of the imports therefore amounted to 
no jess than M4 per cent. of the value of the 
exports.. In other words, for every £ re- 
cetved for exports we spent about 6s. 10d. on 
imports. 

Remember the very serious national 
crergency consideration that even if you are 
eqtipped for the manufactufe on a large 
scale of machincrv which you cen export at 
au average of £100 per ton. as compared with 
£180 per ton tor the imported machinery, 
you are not ready and are not equipped and 
neither have you the manual skill to cove 
with the demands of modern warfare. That 
leads us to personnel, and have 
the question of education, and 
apprenticeship. 

H{ere the present difficulty is that, when a 
man has been expensively educated and 
trained, and has expended great mental 
labour m acquiring knowledge of his pro 
feasion, he cannot be sure of a reasonable 
prospect and security of enjoying an income 
cuvyemensurate with his attainmeuts. 

Surely, the obvious and, in fact, the only 
way of providing greatly increased skilled 
employment in the engineering professions 
:nu trades is to manufacture ourselves the 
iargest possible amount of the kinds of high- 
class machinery we now import. and by so 
doing so add materially to the national 
security mm time of emergency. 

The next thing is the organisation of the 
machinery manufacturing trade, which needs 
something worthy of the name of organisa- 
tien. There should be a concerted policy, 
taking account of the future trend of manu- 
facture, conducted on sensible lines worthy 
of the class of brains engaged in this great 
technical industry of engineering. 

What would be the use of half a dezen 
firms simultaneously starting to make a new 
machine, the market for which could be 
satisfied by one-of them? All would he 
disgusted, and would lose their monev. 
Unless there is some control, consultation 
and agreement regarding development, worse 
difficulties than the present will follow. It 
is true that you cannot have only one or- 
ganisation. for engineering im this country. 
There must be separate organisations, each 
to deal with its own affairs, in the various 
departments of the industry; but they should 
be federated, so that the industry could 
speak with greater authority, and the col. 
lective wisdom of the industry he repre- 
sented. At present engineering has not got 
the organisation of which it is worthy, and 
which it should have.

James Mangan, X Summerhill, Dublin, 
sued Messrs. Switzer and Co. for compen- 
sation for personal injury, which he sus 
tained while in the employment of the re- 
spondents on March 30th, 1954. 

The plaintiff, in evidence, stated that he 
was standing on a plank, which was sup- 
ported by two ladders, about 25 feet high. 
One of the ladders slipped and he fell to 
the ground. He was severely injured in his 
back. He was removed to Mercer’s Hospital, 
where he lay fo: three months in a casket 
of plaster of paris, and still suffered from 
pains in the back, and he was still wearing a 
steel brace. He was not able to do any 
work. He was paid by Messrs. Switzer up 
to January 11th last 

Surgeon Haughton stated that he examined 
the plaintiff on the 28th of February and the 
4th of this month. An X-ray photograph 
taken six monthr agc showed a fracture of 
the vertebrae. He had now so far re- 
covered from the effects of the injury, and 
would be able te resume his work with very 
little permanent disability. 

Surgeon F. Gill stated that he had 
examined the plaintiff last July. He then 
complained of weakness in his back and legs. 
Since then he had. recovered so well that he 
was now fit for light work. 

Mr. Robet O. Jones, 1anager and sur- 
veyor of the louse department in Switzer’s, 
said he was willing to gi e the plaintiff suit- 
able light work, for which he would be paid 
£2 5s. a week His wages before the acci 
dent were £5 lds. 4d. a week. 

The judge said that he was of opinion that 
the plaintiff was now fit for light work and 
that if he took that work his nervousness 
would disappear. He found that there was 
total incapacity on the part of the plaintiff 
from January llth to March llth, 1936. 
For that period he awarded the plaintiff 35s. 
a week, and from the latter date until further 
order £1 a week.

Commandant William J. O’Reilly, Grosvenor 
Gardens, Harold’s Cross, sued the Muiniste 
for Finance for damage caused to plaintiff's 


_ car by reason of the alleged negligence of the 


driver of an Army car on the night of 
June 2ist, 1935, at the junction of Harcourt 
road and Charlemont street, when the plain- 
tiff’s car was injured by the Army car, which 
crashed into it 

The defence was a denial of the alleged 
negligence, and a plea that the plaintiff was 
guilty of negligence in the driving of his car. 

The plaintiff, in evidence, stated that he 
had served for a considerable time in the 
National Army, and had been at one time 
A.D.C. to the Governor-General. On the 
night of the accident, between 12 and 1 
o'clock, he was driving home from the centre 
of the city, and was going at the rate of 
10 or 15 miles an hour when approaching 
the junction of Harcourt road and Charle- 
mont street. He heard no horn blown, and 
the car, in which were the driver and Lieu- 
tenant Costello, came round the corner at a 
rapid rate and the crash occurred. ‘The 
damage to his car would cost between £16 
and £20 to repair. He spoke to the occupants 
of the car. 

Mr. Cawley—What was said? 

Witness—The exchanges between us were 
not altogether parliamentary. I told him he 
was driving too fast; that he should have 
sounded his horn; that he had a clear view 
of the road, and that he should have pulled 
up. 

he answer to counsel, the witness said that 
he had been in the motor transport for the 
past twenty-five years. It was an Armstrong: 
Siddeley car, 1928 model, and he paid £12 for 
it about six months before the accident, 

Peter Reilly, taxi-owner, in reply to Mr. 
Cawley, said he was going up Harcourt street 
on the night in question. There were two 
ears in front of him, and the car that was 
involved in the accident was doing between 
10 and 15 miles an hour. He had a habit 
of leaning over the side of his car, ‘and saw 
the crash. Just as the Armstrong-Siddeley car 
was practically over the crossing. There was 
another car approaching, epparently going 
towards Camden street, and it struck the 
Armstrong-Siddeley car right in the centre. 
The car that had been struck tried to swerve 
to Charlemont street corne- in the direction

THE INSURANCE BILL. 

Describing the development of the City of 
Dublin Company since its foundation in 1914, 
the Chairman told of their early struggle, 
when they were faced with the problem of 
building up a debit from cero in the face oí 
keen opposition from non-Irish companies. 
Many of these had a start of fifty years, and 
were exporting over six million pounds per 
annum in premiums from the people of Ire- 
land. The first year’s total premium income 
had amounted to only £541, but in those 
days there was no Irish Legislature to en- 
courage native enterprise. Since that time 
the company’s history was a tale of progress. 
He hoped that now, with a Dail Eireann in 
existence, the aseugance industry of the 
country would be fostered and zealously 
guarded. In connection with the insurance 
legislation before the Dail at present, he 
urged the Government that, in considering 
the position of the native Irish companies, 
they should not forget the great opposition 
with which these companic. were faced in 
these days. 

PROTECTIVE TARIFFS SUGGESTED. 

Mr. H. M. Hughes, seconding the adoption 
of the report, referring to the great expan- 
sion in the business of the company, said 
this was largely due to the prompt and 
sympathetic manner in whigh they dealt with 
all claims that came before them. Their 
investment policy had always been to 
foster local industry, and, provided they 
were not interfered with or harassed, the 
Irish assurance industry would soon prove 
that they were a most important and vital 
part of the national fabric. This was one of 
the very few industries that had not received 
the assistance of protective tariffs, but to his 
mind it should have been one of the first to 
receive consideration. The Irish insurance 
companies were in a position to hold practi- 
cally all the risks, unlike the larger and 
wealthier companies of international charac- 
ter. The City of Dublin Company was now 
reaping the benefits of its investment policy, 
there Fe a substantial capital appreciation 
on almost all their Irish investments; and if 
this policy were adopted by the non-Irish 
assurance companies, who controlled large 
surplus funds, the result would enhance the 
value of the Saorstat Government’s loans and 
eventually enable that body to borrow at a 
cheaper rate of interest. 


THE OUTLOOK. 

Mr. C. W. Guest, managing director, said 
he was convinced that Ea was a great 
future before the company if it was left, to 
manage its own affairs without undne and 
unnecessary interference and legislation. They 
enjoyed the confidence oí the [rish people, 
and it was his desire to see that this confi- 
dence was not misplaced. Their progress 
had been even greater thn that 
shown on the balance sheets, for 
during the past four years they had 
disbursed over half a million pounds to 
policy holders in death claims and matured 
endowments. 


LEGISLATION FEARS AND HOPES. 

Mr. Guest also referred to the proposed 
insurance legislation. The Minister for 
Industry and Commerce had opened many 
new factories, but, so far, he had not pulled 
down any. Nevertheless, members of the 
Irish insurance bodies felt some alarm at the 
prospect of legislation which might have the 
effect of stultifying this native industry. The 
amalgamaion of the five Irish companies into 
one or two offices was no remedy, in view 
of the fact that their opponents across Chan- 
nel had over thirty competing branches in 
Ireland. If State interference or control 
were introduced in insurance, it would re- 
duce the system to that which existed a 
century ago, when societies were conducted 
only for the purpose of paying funeral ex- 
penses. Under the new bill, he said, there 
is the danger that the public will get some- 
thing for which they do not pay or do not 
intend to pay. Legislation on the right 
lines would be welcomed by Irish insurance 
companies, but in that legislation there 
should be some protection for the companies, 
as well as for the insured persons and those 
engaged in the industry. In conclusion, he 
expressed his thanks to the people of the 
Free State for the support which they had 
given the company. 

Mr. B. J. Maguire, T.D., said it should be 
remembered that the primary object of the 
new Insurance Bill was to safeguard the 
interest of investors and, in a general way, 
the interests of the Irish industry. The bill 
applied to all insurance companies, and not 
solely to Irish societies, which would mean 
that some of the foreign companies might 
cease to function in this country.
